Old 
tin cans are used' (1) for the recovery 
der, (2) for the recovery of the 
tin. and (3) for remelting in themau- 
ifacture of steel or iron. The waste 
heat from furnaces, into which the 
mtlanrmable refuse is thrown, may be 
utilized for steam purposes in operat- 
ing engines for electric lighting and 
power. The city of Glasgow, Scot- 
land, obtains waste heat from such 
furnaces equivalent to nearly 11,000 
horse-power per day of ten hours for 
power for manufacturing purpose.-

▲a Odd South American Bird Tba 
Protecte the Ants. 

Bird* are usually considered among 
the worst foes of ants. vet. says the 
Detroit. Free Pre*, there 1- one bird 
which is not only tolerated, but ap- 
parently welcomed by these insects. 
This is the amphibena. a native of 
South America. It feeds on certain 
larger insects which prey apon ants, 
and in return theanis permit the bird 
to bund its nest in their hills and 
never molest even the helpless young. 

In one of the Ghickeu islands, off 
the coast of New Zealand, a curious 
lizard, called the tuntara. and a kind 
of petrel are found inhabiting the 
same homes and living together in 
t he roost perfect amity. 

The hiard is in thk» ease the ex- 
vacator. The burrow is only two or 
t hree feet long.

Ufia'week and a large quantity of 
the weed was sold. The loose Rales 
on the floor by R. M. Wooldridge & 
Co. were very heavy Tuesday and 
again yesterday. Considerable 
good leaf made its appearance and 
prices on this grade ranged as 
high as $8.20. Good round figures 
were realized on all grades dispos- 
ed of. The loose receipts this week 
were the heaviest ot the season. 
Much of the tobacco came from ad- 
joining counties. It is estimated 
that fully one-half, of the crop of 
1902 has been delivered. 

Sales of the weed in the hogshead 
were good and prices were very 
satisfactory all round. There were 
405 hogsheads received, making a 
total of 3,325 hogsheads for the year.

Court Ruling as to Fees of County 
Attorneys. 



Fraukfort. Ky., March 3. -In if 
firming a judgment of tbe Manoi 
circuit court in the case of Bei 
Spalding against C. S. Hill tbi 
Appellate court today construed 
Section 133 of the Kentucky stat- 
utes, relating to fees of County At- 
torneys, to mean that the County 
Attorneys present and assisting in 
a prosecution at the time of rendi- 
tion of judgment is entitled to the 
25 per cent, allowed by the statute, 
The court, Judge Nunn writing, 
cays that to hold to tbe contrary 
would bring about endless confusion 
and litigation, and all out-going 
county attorneys would claim and 
demand a part of the 25 per cent, 
on each judgment on prosecutions 
•riginated during their term of office 
to the extent of the labor and ser- 
vice rendered therein. 

The question was raised in a pe- 
tition filed by Spaldirg, former 
county attorney of Marion county, 
against Hill, who succeeded him in 
tba: office. Spalding claimed to be 
• eat it: :d to 25 per cent, of $1,200 col- 
lected in three judgments from the 
JLouisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company in cases instituted and 
prosecuted during his term of office 
as county attorney. The lower 
court decided against him and the 
decision is upheld.
